AGAWAM — With municipal elections 
set to take place next Tuesday, and a slate of 
candidates facing off to fill the council and 
mayoral seats, the future of the town could 
look much as it does today or it could change 
dramatically. 

And given this is an “active election,’ 
Town Clerk Richard M. Theroux said he 
expects roughly 50-55 percent of the town’s 
17,892 registered voters to turn up at the 
polls to cast their ballots. 


for the contested city council 
race where 18 people are look- 
ing to fill 11 seats; in addition to filling the 
school committee seats and deciding which 
of the two candidates will take the helm in 
the mayor’s office. 

Of those 18 people seeking a seat on the 
council, eight are incumbents. A total of 
six people, including five incumbents, are 
running to fill the six seats of the Agawam 
School Committee, and the two mayoral 
candidates who received the highest number 
of votes in the Oct. 11 preliminary election 
will also go face off on Tuesday. 

The election will be held on Nov. 8 from 
8 a.m. to 8 p.m. at polling locations around 
town.

a foot of snow, roadways that were left im- 
passable due to fallen trees, and the lack of 
electricity that darkened the town at night 
has made it difficult for residents to navigate 
through the debris. 

Many of the residents in town who have 
suffered a lack of electricity are faced with 
the additional stressor of having no well wa- 
ter. 

Gasoline issues have also been at the fore- 
front of news in this particular storm’s af- 
termath. Because of the power outage, most 
local gas stations were offline. 

On Monday, powered had been restored to 
a section of Suffield Street along Route 75. 
At that point, two gas stations re-opened and 
Agawam police officers had to direct traffic 
to keep control of residents desperate to fill 
their gas tanks and gas cans. 

One location that does have power is the 
Department of Public Works facility on Suf- 
field Street, which also houses the Massa- 
chusetts Emergency Management Agency. 
There, Regional Director Patrick Carnevale 
said the MEMA emergency operations cen-

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PVTA donates van to Friends

AGAWAM — While the Friends of the Agawam Senior 
Center continue their fundraising efforts to raise money for 
the purchase of a new bus, the town is doing its part to assist 
in the endeavor. Mayor Richard A. Cohen announced last 
week that the Pioneer Valley Transit Authority (PVTA) has 
agreed to donate a free van to the Friends. 

“Through the efforts of Richard M. Theroux, the volunteer 
Agawam representative to the PVTA board, I had the op- 
portunity to have a van donated as an interim vehicle until 
the efforts of the seniors in fundraising to purchase a new ve- 
hicle is successful,” said Cohen. “I have no doubt that Emile 
Coté and the ‘Friends of the Seniors’ will raise the funds for 
a new van, but this donation will allow us to have a van on 
the road immediately so that our seniors will not do without 
safe transportation. 

The donated van — a 2002 Eldor — does have a lift for those 
seniors with disabilities. It will take the place of the 2000 
Econoline 350 bus, which has been sidelined due to safety 
issues. 

“We’re very happy,” said Coté, adding “the bus that we 


have is not too reliable and this will be a lot better while 
we re waiting for the fundraising money to come in.” 

To date, the Friends have collected $10,000 in donations. 

“And that’s just in two months’ time,’ Coté said. 

Following a sizable donation and successful fundraising 
last year — which resulted in the purchase of a 2010 Ford 
Transit Connect XLT van — Coté has set his sights on this 
new effort. A new bus will cost roughly $60,000, he said. 

Friends members have been hard at work in recent weeks 
trying to raise the money. Apple pies prepared by senior cen- 
ter chef Carol Bernazki were sold at the Harvest Festival last 
month, and a Fall Variety Fundraiser was held with over 100 
raffle prizes to choose from. A rotini dinner was scheduled 
on Nov. 2, which also boasted a baked goods sale. 

And the fundraising doesn’t stop there. This month, the 
Friends are taking orders for Thanksgiving pies to be picked 
up by Nov. 23. Choose from French meat pies, apple pie and 
chocolate cream pie. 

For those in the spirit of holiday shopping, the Friends are 
planning to host a craft fair Dec. 3 at the senior center from 
9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Coté said he hopes for about 50 vendors.

Don’t let safety go 
out with power 


f any of our readers were uncertain about 

just how much we have become tied to 
technology, he or she likely got a dose of 
reality with the widespread power outage 
reaching throughout the state and region in 
the wake of the unseasonably strong snow- 
storm that descended last weekend. 

All of our local citizens must realize that in 
the event of a power outage like we have ex- 
perienced, electric company technicians and 
highway personnel will focus their primary 
efforts on restoring travel or communication 
through main thoroughfares and transmis- 
sion lines, before they make it to secondary 
routes. Regardless of how one thinks they 
have behaved in a particular storm, rest as- 
sured: If the event has been big, it will take a 
long time to sort everything out. 

But the good news is that there are steps 
we can all take to prepare ourselves as much 
as possible for an extended period without 
power, by heeding the advice of such agen- 
cies as the Massachusetts Emergency Man- 
agement Agency and the American Red 
Cross. They urge residents to have emergen- 
cy communication and evacuation plans for 
quick reference if the need arises. And prob- 
ably more importantly, they encourage us to 
have supplies and survival kits adequately 
stocked if we are stuck in the type of waiting 
game we have all now experienced. Shelters 
have opened in communities throughout the 
area for those who have needed a heated 
place to stay, many of them at local public 
schools, but often officials request that fami- 
lies seeking them out bring their own food, 
medication and supplies. 

Emergency kits should include nonperish- 
able or canned food and bottled water, first 
aid items, plenty of batteries to power both 
flashlights and portable radios, blankets and 
warm clothing and extra supplies of medi- 
cine and cash, considering that it may not be 
safe to travel from home right away. MEMA 
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also recommends turning a refrigerator to 
the coldest setting possible prior to the ar- 
rival of a severe storm, to keep perishable 
food safe for as long as possible. Given the 
power surges that can come as the result of 
severe weather, MEMA and the Red Cross

hey say you see the best in others dur- 

ing an emergency. While that may not 

always be the case, I have witnessed 

kindness amongst both friends and strangers 
during this freak October snowstorm. 

On Monday morning, I called my friend 
Debbi in tears. After Saturday’s snowfall 
and subsequent loss of electricity and heat, 
I found myself with another vexing problem 
at the beginning of my workweek: I was 
stranded without gas and no way to get any. 
As I sat alone in my car contemplating the 
last couple days of dropping temperatures 
indoors as well as the lack of anything even 
close to a normal shower for 48 hours (and a 
best-guess estimated seven more days with- 
out electricity), I lost it. 

“T can’t do this,” I sobbed on the phone to 
Debbi when she picked up. I held it together 
on my own for over 48 hours, but seeing 
as I never made it through Girl Scouts and 
wasn’t much of a survivalist, I couldn’t fath- 
om another week alone in the cold, without 
a car and left to my own devices. 

“Tl be right there,’ Debbi said. 

Within hours, thanks to Debbi’s patience 
and kindness — she waited in line at multiple 
gas stations for over an hour to fill up a five- 
gallon gas can I borrowed from someone at 
Turley — I was rescued. To thank her, I asked 
her to lunch. 

We ventured out to a local restaurant 
where the tables were packed and patrons 
were lining out the door waiting for a table, 
much like the customers who were in line 
hoping for at least a few gallons of gas down 
the road. We passed the time talking to each 
other and the others waiting in line before 
we were Seated at a table for four. Before the 
waitress came by to take our order, Debbi 
and I decided to ask the two ladies who were 
behind us at the door to join us at our table. 

You know the old saying, “Come as 
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suggest unplugging electronic devices prior 
to the return of service. For those with elec- 
trically pumped wells, fill a bathtub to have 
water for cleaning. 

Of course, none of this will make living 
through an ordeal like we have this week 


strangers, leave as friends?” That more than 
describes our time at that restaurant that 
day. 

The four of us spent over two hours at the 
table commiserating about our respective 
snowstorm woes and learning about each 
other. As it turns out, our lunch companions 
have a family member who lives in Dracut, 
the town in which I grew up. Likewise, they 
knew a member of Debbi’s extended fam- 
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ily in Ware. On more than one occasion, we 
laughed about a “small world” coincidence 
that we discovered. 

During our extended lunch, a few friends 
and acquaintances stopped by our table to 
say hello. After being more-or-less on my 
own for the previous 48 hours, I have to ad- 
mit it was wonderful to be in the company 
of such wonderful, kind women and I look 
forward to the day that our paths may cross 


pleasant. But if we focus on our own welfare, 
and those of our neighbors, it will make the 
jobs of emergency responders more smooth 
— and safe.

again. 

As I write this, I — like many other resi- 
dents in the greater Springfield area, in- 
cluding Agawam — am still without power. 
When I last checked with National Grid, 
they estimated that Nov. 3 was the timetable 
for some areas here to get restored. As for 
my home in Monson, we’re still being “as- 
sessed.” Though a National Grid van has 
been stationed outside my apartment com- 
plex for at least 48 hours following the storm 
(I’m told because of the hazard of the wires 
that came off a pole there, though that hasn’t 
been confirmed), nothing has been done to 
restore our power, at least not that I can tell. 

But ever one to help a friend in need, 
Debbi has already offered me refuge at her 
house in the event that her power is restored 
soon, should I decide not to rough it alone 
at home. 

I want so badly not to have to leave but 
I can’t say for certain that I won’t, and it’s 
nice to know I have a welcoming place in 
which to escape. 

There’s something to be said for strang- 
ers who treat you as friends and friends who 
treat you like family.

AGAWAM — A 30-year-old man was arrested 
last week after police say he allegedly shot anoth- 
er man in the face and buttocks at his South Street 
home in Agawam. The suspect — later identified as 
Justin Carroll of 350 South St. — reportedly bar- 
ricaded himself into a basement apartment at that 
address. 

According to a statement issued by Agawam 
Police Department on Oct. 27, the department 
received an E-911 call at 10:16 p.m. on Oct. 26 
from a caller who reported a shooting at the South 


Street residence. The caller indicated there was 
one victim and that the shooter was still at the 
scene. 

Upon arrival, officers found an unidentified 
male suffering from a gunshot wound to the face 
and buttocks. He was transported by Agawam 
Fire Department paramedics to Baystate Medical 
Center where he was treated and released. 

When officers were unable to negotiate with 
Carroll to surrender voluntarily, they contacted 
the Massachusetts State Police for assistance. The 
state police Special Tactical Operations (STOP) 
Team responded along with a negotiator.

Carnevale said the top priorities for emergency officials was 
to clear roads and restore power to residents, especially those 
without heat. 

“We have also gotten a lot of requests for generators to be 
brought in,’ said Carnevale. “But we are limited on those.” 

Agawam Town Hall was closed Monday and Tuesday and 
Agawam Public Schools were also closed both days as a result 
of the storm. 

Superintendent William Sapelli and Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
have taken school cancellation day by day though on Tuesday 
Cohen announced that school was cancelled until Monday, Nov. 
re 

Agawam Emergency Management Director Chet Nicora has 
worked regularly with town officials from the mayor to public 
safety officials and said crews have been working long hours, but 
doing an excellent job considering the extreme circumstances. 

He said Monday’s opening of the Suffield Street area near 
Geisslers was very important to the community. 

“These are important resources to get open so that people can 
get access to food and other necessities,” said Nicora. 

In the area, Geisslers, CVS, Dunkin Donuts, and McDonald’s 
were all open for business thanks to the power being restored 
in the area.

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Nicora said more tree cutting and utility crews were on the 
way to Agawam, but said it could take up to a week to re- 
store power to the more than 10,500 customers that are cur- 
rently without it. Nicora has never seen power outage that wide 
spread in any previous storm not even during the tornado that 
ripped through part of Agawam in June. 

“This has been a real challenge for our crews,” said Nicora. 
“Usually after storms we are dealing with three or four trees 
being down. This time, we have about 300 trees down and 
more than 80 percent without power. Adding to that is the nui- 
sance of roadblocks and areas of town that have one lane of 
traffic flowing through.” 

As of press time, there were no injuries or fatalities reported 
in Agawam and a warming shelter opened at Agawam Senior 
Center and closed on Monday was reopened as a 24-hour shel- 
ter. Nicora was not sure if it would re-open. 

The State of Emergency declared by Gov. Patrick allows 
the town of Agawam to spend money restore power and in- 
frastructure to town that will be reimbursable through federal 
emergency management.
